SOAPS AND SYNDETS: 


Did you know that the word “deter- 
gent” is a misused word? The diction- 
ary defines a detergent as anything 
that removes soil. Water is a deter- 
gent and so is soap, because they rem- 
move soil. About a year ago the laun- 
dry industry decided to adopt the word 
“syndets” as an abbreviation of syn- 
thetic detergents, for that is what the 
newest detergents are - synthetic. 


The kind of detergent to use will de- 
pend upon the water conditions in the 
home, the type of fabric to be washed 
and the soil. 


Syndets are not really superior to 
soaps in soil removal. It is the hard 
water that makes the difference. Sny- 
dets do not react with hardness miner- 
als to form insoluble curds that stick 
to the clothes and machines. If soap is 
used in hard water, it must be used in 
combination with a nonprecipitating 
water softener at the biginning of the 
wash period and then the same amount 
added in the rinse. 


Light-duty or mild soaps do not have 
the washing power to remove heavy 
soil. Therefore do not allow your del- 
icate fabrics to become heavily soiled. 


Heavy-duty soaps are fortified with 
alkaline builders to help penetrate 
and dissolve heavy soil. 


Syndets are of two types: 

Low-sudsing syndets are produced 
to combat the over-sudsing problem. 
Suds im itself have no cleaning value. 

High-sudsing syndets are of two 
types - all-purpose and mild. Mild syn- 
dets are 30-40 per cent synthetic mat- 
erilal and the remainder a neutral 
salt which bolsters the cleansing pow- 
er. 


All-purpose syndets contain builders 
which increase the detergency and 
also have a little softening effect on 
hard water, They are de-greasers and 
are not so good for the skin and mac- 
hines.
